000, were saved only through the e m ­ 
ploy ment of arm ed guards. 
No sooner had the order been re 
Iterated tha t the cattle 
should 
be 
slaghtered 
than the 
owners 
gave 
weapons to the 80 attendants caring 
for the animals. They then padlock ed 
every entrance and stationed a cor 
don of armed 
Pink erton 
detectives 
about the place. 


For two months during which the 
cattle were housed in the stock y ards 
building arm e d 
resistance to 
the 
slaughtering order was maintaned. 
These isolation tactics cost the ow n­ 
ers about $00,000. Kent of the build­ 
ing alone was $216 
a day and hay 
cost $40 u ton. 


Without the use of any medicine 
the cattle have, to all appearances, 
recovered. Four were voluntarily k ill­ 
ed because of garge t— a disease that 
hardens the udder— and two valuable 
bulls reacting on the tuberculosis test 
also wero put to death. 


In addition to the big feed and rent 
bill the cattle owners lost thousands 
or dollar*’ worth of equipment. 
When the animals were moved ev­ 
ery thing that, had touched them while 
in confinement, from expensive blan­ 
k ets to halter straps 
and drink ing 
pails, was destroy ed. 


The attendants were forced to dis­ 
card every bit of clothing 
t h e y posses­ 
sed, and after being 
given Turk ish 
baths and having their hair clipped, 
were given new raim ent and perm it­ 
ted to go to the new quarters. 


Tak e All Precautions.
